We will 
admit that Mr Cooper's elaborate. Min- 
ute deals essentially with a debateable 
point; it is in fect.a defence of the 
policy successfully carried out by the 
Director of Public Works and President 
of.the Sanitary Board, Besides, o ro-

THE MERCANTILE MARINE AND 


TUL ROYAL NAVY. 
AN INTERESTING LECTORE: 


Viee-Admiral Sir E. Fremantle, reoently 
iu command onthe Ching station, presided 
on the 29th Jan. io tho theatre of the Royal 
United Service Institution, where Cumman- 
der W. F. Coberno, 2.2.2., read a paper op 
*Our Senborne Commerce and the Mergan- 
tile Marioe.’ The lecturer gaye a number 
of statistics to.show the predominance of 
our seaborne commerce, and the extent to 


iwhioh*we are dependent upon the Colunivs 


d foreign countries for the necessaries of 
ife, Then he dealt with ‘ona of the most 
burning and most important questions of 
the day,’ the manner in which our Mer- 
cbant Navy is manned. According to the 
official returos, in 1804 there wore about 
249,548 persone (including masters) employ- 
ed in Hritish vessels, of whom 26,176 were 
Jeaoors and 31,060 were foreigners, leaving 
a balance of 183,233 European British aub- 
Jeots, In addition there were about 121,978 
Persons engaged wholly or partially in fish- 
Ing, making o grand total of 962,436. 
‘This percentage of foreigners wos high, and 
had greatly increased. dufing recent yoara, 
whilo the cpinion was held in various quar- 
tere that the oflicial figures did not give tho 
teal number of foreigners, Having quoted 
authoritica fo prove that a Navy, unaup- 
ported by an extenafve Mercantila Marine, 
could not endure the strain of a long. 
continued war, Commander Cuborne said :— 
The problem of haw to man the Royal Navy 
in time of peace had beon fully solved by 
tho introduction of tha continuous-corvios 
system, and the problew bow to reinforce 
tho Royal Navy in time of war had been 
Folved hy the creation of tho Royal Naval 
Rovorve; however, it was absulutely certain 
that wa should require mavy more men than 


j We now pousces ; accordingly, the defleiensy 


would have to be made up from amang our 
seafaring population, and it was obvious that 
every foreigner employed in our Mercbant 
Bervics helped to restriot our recruiting 
ground, Moreover, it did not appear, to bo 
wieo on the part of a couotry which was 50 
wholly dependent upon her shipping for her 
food supply to havo her vosiels lnrgely 
manned by alions, who would not be likely 
to exert themasives much in order to easape 
capture, and who might conceivably be ip 
league with the enomy, It was analogous 
to placirg the keya of the citadel in the 
bande of « stranger; aud was 0 standing 
danger to our national life. British mer- 
chant ecamen were obsclutely necesaury in 
time of war for three purposse—to rein- 
foroo the Loyal Navy, to conduct our 
food supply, and to carry on all the 
ordinary trado that might be aveilable. 
The causes that had led to such a Jargo 
influx of foreigners wera the repoal of the 
Navigation Laws—though he did not 
advocate their imposition—ard an ine 
areasing disinclination on'the part of tho 
owners to employ young Inde owing to the 
way steam had affected..tho character of our 
trade.- It wos alleged tha foreigners were 
more sober ond amenable to discipline thao 
the Britisbor,, He did not admit this, and 
pointed ont that the general character of the 
British seaman had greatly improved in re- 
cont times, though tho fireman element was 
rowdy. Muvhb had been done for tha sailor's 
social and moral well-being, bat uot eo tuob 
ag had been done for the land population,

At the sommencemedt of yostorday’s 
sitting of tho Reichstag, the Chancollor 
made the statement, which haga been ox. 
pozted fur some doya, of tho renaons why 
Germany will oot take tho initlativa in 
summoning an International Currency Con-,’ 
ference, ‘Phe main reason is that ‘after a 
preliminary exchange of opinions with the 
British Guverninent, at his instance, the 
conviction hes bean forced upon him that - 
tha raoponing of the Indian Mints for tho 
unlimited coining of silver is not to bo 
expected within o calculable period.’ The 
Chancellor's statement was so skilfully 
worded that the first part was applauded 
by the Loft, and the second by tho Right, 
tho bittor pill being so well gilded, by tha 
addition that, in case of acouptable prox. 
povala for such a Contetesco being mada 
vy another State tho: jacation of Germany's 
participation would bo considered, that 
even the Bi-metallists cried ‘Bravo,’ 

Their Leader, tho QOonservative Count 
Mirbach, moved that tho House should at 
onco discuss the questioa ; but the Social 
Demoorat, Horr Singer, opposed the Mo-" 
tion.

the question of raising and atrengthening 
the value of silver with the Federal Govern:

by the conviction that the fluctuations and 
heavy fall in the price of silver entailed 
economic prejudica upon Germany, not- 
withstanding that har monetary position 
rested aecurely on a gold standard, Aa tho 
Secretary of State for the Treasury had 
observed on Fobruary 16th of last year, the 
first point to bo considered in thia conneo- 
tion was the serious injury done to German 
silvor mining by the fall in tho metal, Ger. 


man silver productions améunt to about 
aine per cent, of the total output of the 
world, Tho fall in prices was nob of so 
much moment to the immensely larger pro- 
duction from forcign ores, but to Germany 
it implied o docrease in valuo which was so 
large 18 to mako it doubtful whothor the - 
homeo silver mining could be made to pay, 
Avother point to be considored was the in- 
fluence which it hod upon German export. ° 
ation to silver countrics, ‘hero aould be 
no doubt that trade. syith thooa, countriog- 
was made more difficult’ by the fluctuation 
and fall in tho prico of pilver, Although 
latterly those Quctuations hed kept within 
comparatively narrew limits,‘and although 
thone interested could Bind ways of securing 
themselves againat losses, tha German ex~ 
port trade, so fur as it was connected with 
ailver countries, was mada to suffer from - 
the canditions of exchange, 

‘TI do not,’ tho Prince proceaded, ‘uns | 
deratimats ‘the importance of the offedt 
produced by this cause, but it moat not ba * 
placed too high, Our exports ‘to silver 
countries amount in value to only throo- 
quarters per cent, of the total exports, and 

lespite the hindranecs of tha monthe dura 
ing which tho price of silver was going 
back, they have, on tho whole, made 
favourable progress, The Agares furnishod 
by the Statistical Department acarcely pros ” 
sonted a comprehonaive picture of the facta } 
but they went to prove that the sink« 
ing of the monolary standard aa it cgours 
in silvor countries through tho fall in the 
price of the metal can only contribute to 
facilitating the oompoting uxportation from 
those couptrics until the momout when tha 
oumpensating influence of a rise in homo 
pricva and ‘wagee hos entablishod itself, 
Chon, finally tho fall in silver brings about * 
sgroat dopreciation of sllvarcoint, whigh * 
beoomo dograded. to tho level of paper 
money, This motaltio depreciation is not, 
however, 6 danger to our Euporial ovr. 
ronty, for our trade is abundantly supe 
ported by gold, The Imperial Bank notes ~~ 
are adeguately onvered by the gold tesarva: 
in the Bank, and the silver mony which 
comes in doos not exceed tho demand, 
whioh even in critical times is not likely to 
suffer any diminution, On the other hand, 
tho danger of aounterfeit ooinage is brought 
neater by tho depreciation of silvor. Ala 
though-up to the present only.ono case has 
ocaurred in Germany—in 1893—the do« .

It was sosurding ly decided to send an 
Expedition against tho Chief, and the com. 
mend was takon by Liontenant Edward 
Alston, of tho Coldstréam Guards, The 
British force consisted of 150 regular troops, 
Sikhs, and negroes, and with it marched 
dome 5000 uatives, contingents from allied 
Obicf. Mr Alfred J, Swan, Magistrate’at 
Kota Kota, accompanied the Expedition. 

Mwasi put 20,000 fighting men jinta the 
fleld, but hia forces wore utterly routed by 


Lieutenant Alston, after three sharp enooun-, 


tore, All his fortified places were taken, 
and 60 of his settlementa wore destroyed. 
On the British side six mon were killed and 
five wounded, Tho Chief, Mwasi, lost 42 
men killed in tho fighting, but tho native 
allies killed o gresit many more in the rout 
which suoceeded the last battle, 

The prisoners taken numbered 632, among 
them being fourteen chiefs, and the colebra- 
ted Saidi Mwazunge, a former lieutenant of 
the slave raider, Makonjira, who in 1891 
treachoronely enticed Dr Boyoe sod Mr 
M'Ewan into his village, under a flag of 


“}truee, and there murdered them, Snaidi 


Mwazunga bos now been tried for bis crimse, 
and has ben found guilty. Hois in prison 
aot Kota Kota, awaiting execution. 

Lieutenant Alston captured ono large 
Arab otandard, 260 cattte, 564 guns, anda 
quantity of gunpowder. A fort has been 
built on the.site of Bfwasi’a town, and is now 
gerrisuned by a detachment of the British 
Protectorate troops, . 

The resalt of theso operations is that the 
trade route into,the. far interior westward 
and northwestward of the lake is now open, 
and the slave route to the Zambesi is closed.

Mr MacKwan under a flog of truce in 1691, 
This Chief was taken to Kota Kota, on Lake 
Nyasts, tried fur his aritnes, condemned to 
death, and executed, Lieutenant Alston 
captured an Arab national standard, 60 
chead of cattle, 6001b, of national produce, 
90 guns, and some gunpowder 
loss was aix killed and five wounded (pro- 
dably Sikbs), and the enemy’s loss was very 
heavy, The trade route to.

Parcels not exceeding 11 tbs. in weight 
are received in Hongkeng and ab British 
Post Offices in China, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & O. Packot 
d No parcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vii, Brindisi, Parcels there- 
fore ‘arrive in London about eight days Inter 
than the Mail. Parcelstamay be sealed, but 
any parcel, even though sealed, is liable to 
bo opened for examination. 

Parcela must be posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p.m. on tho day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail, Those arriving from tho 
Const, &e., after this.hour are kopt for the 
following P, & O. Mail, : : 

The Postage is 40 conts per tb, and 25 
cents each succeeding Ib or fraction of a tb. 
which includes Registration fee, and must 
bo prepaid imstamps. No furthor charge is 
made in the United Kingdom except for 
Customs dues, “No ‘parcel must bo more 
than 3feat 6 inchea in longth, or 6 feet in 
greatost longth and girth combined. A ro- 
ceipt is given for exch Parcal, 

Tho sender mast fill upa form of Customs 
Declaration, which can bo obtained free at 
each Post Offics.
